P or t au P r in c e , Haiti, J une 4.—The 
American winadron again began a bom­ 
bardment of the fortifications of San­ 
tiago de Cuba yesterday morning and a 
liv ely cannonade ensued for two hours, 
which silenced the Spanish batteries. 
An American v essel, the Merrimac, 
described in the adv ices from Santiago 
de Cuba as an auxiliary cruiser, making 
a dash to force the entrance, succeeded 
iu passing the first line of defenses, but 
was torpedoed about 500 feet up the 
channel. 
She went down “ perpendicularly.” 
An officer, an engineer and six seamen 
were taken prisoners. The number of 
v ictimp is nnkuown. 
K in gston , J amaica, J une

The

spondent here of The Associated Press 
has been informed from an apparently 
authentic source, at Port Antonio, this 
island,that a Spanish fleet from Cadiz is 
nearing West Indian waters and, should 
it arriv e on the prearranged schedule, 
it will be off Santiago de Cuba tomor­ 
row in order to reinforce the fleet of 
Admiral Cerv era. 
The Spanish fleet is 
said to oonsist of 16 warships, among 
them being battleships and three tor- 
pedoboats. Tbit comes from EngUsh 
sources. 
C ape H aït ie n , 
J une 4.—-A dispatch 
from Santiago says that the Vessel sunk 
is understood to be the Merrimac. Only 
the extremities of her funnel and two 
masts are v isible abov e the water. 


The Santiago adv ioes to Cape Haitien 
in referring to the sunken v essel as an 
auxiliaxy cruiser, *pi*obably mistake her 
character. The Merrimac is a coUier 
and always has been a collier.

Second F leet N ot Feared. 


W ash in gton , J une 4.—The nav y de­ 
partment balletined the following re* 
port from Commodore Schley: 
“ Secretary Nav y, Washington: 
“ Made reconnaissance this afternoon, 
May 31, with the Masv sachusetts, Iowa 
End New Orleans to dev elop fortifica- 
hons, \v ith their character. The fire 
^as returned without delay by the 
heav y batteries to the east, jfrge oali- 
her, long range. 
The range was 7,000 
yards. Reconnaissance dev eloped satis­ 
factorily the presence of the Spanish 
squadron lying behind the island, near 
the upper fort, as they fired ov er the 
hill at random. 
Quite satisfied the 
bpanish fleet is here. 
“ S c h le y.” 
It appears ¿ rom the bulletin giv en out 
tnat Commodore Schley concentrated a 
pretty good fire upon the Spanish de­ 
fenses, and it seems probable that had 
he found conditions more propitious 
than they were, he would hav e resolv ^ 
the reconnoissauce into an assault in 
force. 
The great natural strength of the 
« pamsh position and the formidable 
ohai^ter of their batteries as indicated 
hy Commodore Schley hav e confirmed 
the nav al officials in the belief that 
luey hav e been wise not to dirwt any 
8Rch reckless assault upon the place in 
tue absence of proper forces as has 
adv ocated in some quarters. The 
^I'oblem would be simplified were it 
Known that there were no mines in the 
ohannel. 
^t is, the problem presented has

Notwithstanding the rather positiv e 
statement coming from J amaica, to the 
effect that the second Spanish fleet 
from Cadiz has crossed the Atlantic and 
is about to join Cerv era at Sautiago, 
the officers of the nav y department re­ 
fuse to be frightened at what they de­ 
clare to be a bugaboo. It appears that 
the basis of their confidence is a tele­ 
graphic report declanug that the Cadiz 
fleet is still at Cadiz. 
Moreov er, they 
know that there are uot so many as 16 
warships in that fleet.

L ondon, J uue 4.—A most unique and 
significant, as well as one of the most 
enthusiastic banquets ev er giv en iu 
Loudon, was the Anglo-American ban­ 
quet, giv en last ev ening at the Hotel 
Cecil. 
Six hundred Britons and Americans 
assembled fraternally. It was a wholly 
unofficial celebration, excluded the em­ 
bassy. 
American aud 
British flags were 
draped ov er the tables, at which were 
both men aud women with “ the flag of 
the future,” the Union J ack aud the 
Stars aud Stripes blended, on cxiats of 
arms. 
All wore buttons emblazoned 
with the two flags surmounting the 
Canadian bt'av er. 
Among the tmnqueters were the Earl 
of Carlisle, Vi.scouut Powerscourt, Sir 
Norman LocyeL Sir Frederick Pollock, 
Sir Richard lemple. Lord Beresford, 
the Dean of Hereford, the Rev . New­ 
man Hall, Mr. Hiram Maxim and Mr. 
George W. Ward, manager of the Com­ 
mercial Cable company. 
Literature and journaUsm were repre­ 
sented ^ Sir J ohn Kobmson, manager 
of The Daily News; Mr. Alfred Harms- 
worth, propxietor of The Daily Mail aud 
Ev ening News; Mr. William T. Stead, 
editor of The Rev iew of Rev iews; Sir 
Walter Besant, Mr. Anthony Hope, Dr.

William Boyd Carpenter), Lord 
Brassey, Colonel Taylor, prt^ident of 
the American society in London; Sir 
George William Des Voeux, Mr. New­ 
ton Grain, former president of the so­ 
ciety 
in Loudon; Earl Guy, Prof. 
Albert v on Uicey, Mr. George W. Cable 
aud Sir Frederick Pollock, oorpus pro­ 
fessor of jurisprudence at Oxford. 
The English 
speakers lauded the 
achiev ements of the rev olution as en­ 
thusiastically as if they should hav e 
been their own ^v ictories. 
“ Mother 
country” aud “ sons iMjyond the sea’* 
were phrases reiterated by the speakers. 
The bishop of Ripon excited the great­ 
est enthusiasm by a pointed reference 
to the war, saying that, although both 
nations had been accused of worshiping 
the dollar, “ we both know when to 
spend our money and we know that 
some causes are worth spending any 
price for.” 
Lord Coleridge hoped that v ictory 
might perch upon the American ban­ 
ner, “ in the interest of Spain aud iu the 
interest of common huuianity. 
“ Twice America has fought with all 
her might,” he said; “ the first fight was 
forced by the imbecility of the king and 
she was right (cheering); the second 
time she fought for the freedom of 
slav es and the same spirit is with her 
yet.” [Tremendous cheering.J 
He adv ocated a permanent tribunal 
for the settlement of international dif- 


lAird Brassey said there were closer 
ties than a written alliance, ties which 
could not be broken. Colonel Taylor 
raised a hurricane of cheering 
say­ 
ing; “ As you hav e stood by us m our 
day of trial, when your day of trial 
comes count upon us.” 
Sir Frederick Pollock replied predict- 
ing tluit there v rould be “ one fleet 
under Two flags to keep the peace of 
the world.”

4.‘) to 31 the bond amendment was in- 
corpiruted in the bill, as a substitute for 
tile ameiidmeiit to issue legal tender 
notes. 
Tlie bond proixisition receiv ed the 
v otes of 37 Repablicans, 7 Democrats 
ami 1 Populist. The Democrats who 
v oted for it were Messrs. Caffery, Faulk­ 
ner, Gorman, Gray, Lindsay, Mitchell 
aud Murahy, and the Populist was Mr. 
Kyle. No Republicans v oted against 
the issue of bonds, the v otes in opposi­ 
tion to bonds being cast by 21 Demo­ 
crats, 5 Populists and 5 Silv er Repub- 
lii'aus.

The people ereotAd A post near the 
railroad track near the town, quietly 
laid the light wood and kindling satu­ 
rated with 
coal oil, pieparatory to 
chaining Street to the post. 
Street was 
a gingerbread Colored man of about 
28 
years of age. 
He confessed the crime 
to a colored minister, but said a negro 
minister named J ohn Rhodes was im­ 
plicated. 
When going to the stake he 
looked frightened aud refused to hav e 
anything to say. He was tied to the 
stake aud uttered not a word as the 
great crackling flames shot up in sno- 
cession abov e his head. 
It was a sickening sighjt, which lasted 
abont ten minute« when Street was a 
charred mass. 
Well known lawyers made speeches, 
warning the crowd of negroes that suoh 
crimes as Stieet had oommltted wonld 
not be tolerated. 
The woman whom Street assaulted is 
in a most critical condition, and oonid 
not identify Street when caught until a 
doctor held open her eye lids.

He was tied to the 
stake and uttered not a word aa the 
great crackling flames shot up in suc­ 
cession above his head. 


I t was a sickening sight, which lasted 
about ten minutes, when Street was a 
charred mass.

One need not go to the realms of

We can smile at the luminous 
appearance of the beautiful face before 
which aa the revelation of Osiris the 
old Egyptians prostrated themselves in 
awe—for the marvels of the magic lan- ; 
tern are fam iliar to ns, the early exist­ 
ence of gunpowder gives an easy ex­ 
planation of the oracle’s lightning and 
thunder, the weird harmony of Moni­ 
tion was merely tile result of an in­ 
genious mechanical 
contrivance—but 
abn wd travelers of later date, whose 
veracity is 
beyond dispute, 
tell of 
much more inexplicable things than 
these. One of the best known writers 
on occultism, Jacolliot, has left an ac- ! 
count of certain things he saw during 
his official sojourn in India which, uh 
they seem to defy explanation, may 
fairly be classed among things incom­ 
prehensible. 
The performer WM one 
whom he accidentally met and who re- 
quired some persuasion before he would 
exhibit feats which, he continually af* , 
firmed, were the work of other intelli­ 
gences. 
On some sticks fixed upright in flow­ 
erpots were placed some leaves from a 
tree, with holes in each sufficiently 
large to make them fall to the level of 
the mold. 
Standing at a considerable 
distance, the fakir made a gesture with 
his hands. 
A slight breeze seemed to 
pervade the room, then the leaves quiv­ 
ered aud gradually worked upward on 
the sticks. 
Jacolliot placed himself be­ 
tween the flowerpots and the operator, 
placed the sticks in the flooring aud 
adopted every means he could imagine 
to frustrate any trickery, bot nothing 
be did made any difference to the move­ 
ment of the leaves. 
The more familiar feat of the seem­ 
ingly supernatural growth of flowers 
was utterly eclipsed by another instance 
vouched for by the same narrator. His 
own servant brought him a score or so 
of seeds, from which he selected and 
marked one. The fakir planted it in a 
pot of earth, muttered some words over 
it and fell into a sort of trance, which 
lasted about SO 
minutes. 
He then 
awoke, uncovered the pot and discover­ 
ed a seedling two or three inches high. 
Jacolliot examined it and found it had 
sprung from the seed which he had 
marked. 
With a touch of a peacock’s feather 
the fakir depressed a balance of a com­ 
mon weighing machine in daily use in 
the household, though in the other was 
a weight of 12 stone, and with a dis­ 
tant motion of his hand he made shav­ 
ings of wood to sink or move in water. 
Still more marvelous is the description 
of the manner in whioh this veritable 
eastern wizard was able to set at de­ 
fiance the law of gravity. On this occa­ 
sion, when leaving the room, he paused 
on the threshold, folded his arms, and, 
by a simple act of volition, raised him­ 
self from the floor and remained poised 
in air for some minutes. — London

The audiences that « atherat thoQ^er- 
man theater in Irv ing place are unlike 
those seen at any other play house in 
town. Daring the recent engagement of 
Agues Sorma there, the audiences were 
ex ceptionally large and offered a strik­ 
ing illustration of the difference be­ 
tween them and the gatherings in the 
theaters dev oted to English play s. The 
quiet of the spectators is the first no­ 
ticeable 
difference. 
Nobody jpeaks 
ev en quietly to his neighbor without 
leaning ov er so closely to him that the 
sound oonld not possibly disturb any ­ 
body else. 
Ev en then the whisperer is 
likely to be reminded by a rebuke from 
in front or behind. The slightest noise 
interrupts the course of the spectators’ 
enjoy ment and that is something which 
will not be tolerated by the serious play ­ 
goers of the German theater. The only 
talking they propose to hear is that of 
the actors on the staga 
Applause v ery 
rarely comes until the close of the act 
Then, if the performance be worthy , the 
acknowledgment is unrestrainedly cor­ 
dial. Laughter at the funny points of a 
farce is nev er repressed. That indul­ 
gence is unrestrained. 
In comic opera 
the applause is quite as common as it 
is at the other theaters, and the and!- 
enoes like encores quite as much as those 
who hear them in English. 
It is in the quiet moments of a seri­ 
ous play , howev er, espwially when the 
scene leads to an ex citing climax , that 
the mood of the audience is most cbar- 
aoteristio. 
Then from the orchestra 
seats to the crowded gallery the specta­ 
tors are intensely absorbed in ev ery 
mov ement and ev ery word of the actors. 
When the climax has come and this 
tension is released, it can be immedi­ 
ately felt, although there is no applause 
or any audible outbreak. The feeling 
runs through the house and the emo­ 
tions are relax ed. But the customary 
relief is not ex pressed as itnsnal v is in 
other theaters by applansa Thu 
nust 
wait until the curtain falla 
Like all German theaters the world 
ov er, the Irv ing Place is dreadfully 
ov erheated. Fresh air is all v ery well 
when one sits im freien, but indoors ev ­ 
ery thing must be appropriately stuffy 
and hot So the German theater in New 
York frequently becomes distremingly 
warm. But the regnlar audiences do not 
appear to object to it. Many of the men 
leav e the theater between the acts and 
smoke in the lobby , more, possibly , than 
would usually be found in an American 
audience. Some of the women occasion­ 
ally retire to the lobby , but the number 
of those who follow the ex ample of the 
men is smalL Possibly if the theater 
had a foy er as large as those in Europe 
the audience would retire just as those 
in Germany da 
But that custom has 
nev er become popular here, and there is 
the added attraction of an orchestra to 
keep the audience seated between the 
aota Very few of the continental thea­ 
ters hav e orchestras. 
The cloakroom sy stem ex ists to a 
greater ex tent in the German thwiter 
than it does at any other place ex cepting 
the Metropolitan. Cl(» ka and hats are 
deposited at the garderobe with regu­ 
larity , and the men as well as the wom­ 
en are patrons of this branch of the 
theater. 
The rule about hats is a qual­ 
ified one. The management asks only 
that those hats which interfere with the 
v iew of persons behind shall be remov ­ 
ed. Others are not forbidden. Few are 
worn, howev er, and it is interesting to 
see the size of those that are retained. 
They may not be triumphs of millinery , 
but they show that women sometimes 
think of other things than beauty or 
fashion when they get a hat—that they 
think, in fact, of the persons who may 
sit in the row behind them at the thea­ 
ter.—New York Sun.

This, of course, 
will be understood as general talk, and 
not as having any bearing upon the 
pottery question. My reason for giving 
it is that it is a good suggestion, carry­ 
ing with it the idea that such an insti­ 
tution as a clearing house may be ap­ 
plied to trade as well and as successful­ 
ly as it is applied to finance."

INSIDE THE THEATER. 


Custom s at th e G erm an Flays U nlike Those 
o f A m erican A udiences. 
The audiences that gather at tho Ger­ 
man theater in Irving place are unlike 
those seen at any other playhouse in 
town. During the recent engagement of 
Agues Sorma there, the audiences were 
exceptionally large and offered a strik­ 
ing illustration of the difference be­ 
tween them and the gatherings in the 
theaters devoted to English plays. The 
quiet of the spectators is the first no­ 
ticeable difference. 
Nobody .speaks 
even quietly to his neighbor without 
leaning over so closely to him that the 
sound oonld not possibly disturb any­ 
body else. 
Even then the whisperer is 
likely to be reminded by a rebuke from 
in front or behind. The slightest noise 
interrupts the course of the spectators’ 
enjoyment and that is something which 
will not be tolerated by the serious play­ 
goers of the German theater. The only 
talking they propose to hear is that of 
the actors on the stage. 
Applause very 
rarely comes until the close of the aot. 
Then, if the performance be worthy, the 
acknowledgment is unrestrainedly cor­ 
dial. Laughter at the funny points of a 
farce is never repressed. That indul­ 
gence is unrestrained. In comic opera 
the applause is quite as common as it 
is at the other theaters, and the andi- 
ences like encores quite as mach as those 
who hear them in English. 
It is in the quiet moments of a seri­ 
ous play, however, especially when the 
scene leads to an exciting olimax, that 
the mood of the audience is most char­ 
acteristic. 
Then from the orchestra 
seats to the crowded gallery the specta­ 
tors are intensely absorbed in every 
movement and every word of the actors. 
When the climax bas oome and this 
tension is released, it can be immedi­ 
ately felt, a lth o u g h there is no applause 
or any audible outbreak. The feeling 
runs through the house and the emo­ 
tions are relaxed. 
But the customary 
relief is not expressed as it nsnal v is in 
other theaters by applause. Tha 
oust 
wait until the curtain falls. 
Like all German theaters the world 
over, the Irving Place is dreadfully 
overheated. Fresh air is all very well 
when one sits im freien, hat indoors ev­ 
erything mast be appropriately stuffy 
and hot. So the German theater in New 
York frequently becomes distressingly 
warm. But the regular audiences do not 
appear to objeot to it. Many of the men 
leave the theater between the acts and 
smoke in the lobby, more, possibly, than 
woald usually be found in an American 
audience. Some of the women occasion­ 
ally retire to the lobby, but the number 
of those who follow the example of the 
men is small. Possibly if the theater 
bad a foyer as large as those in Europe 
the audience would retire just as those 
in Germany da 
Bat that custom has 
never become popular here, and there is 
the added attraction of an orchestra to 
keep the andienoe seated between the 
aots. Very few of the continental thea­ 
ters have orchestras. 
The cloakroom system exists to a 
greater extent in the German theater 
than it does at any other place excepting 
the Metropolitan. Cloaks and hats are 
deposited at the garderobe with regu­ 
larity, and the men as well as the wom­ 
en are patrons of this branch of the 
theater. 
The rule about hats is a qual­ 
ified one. The management asks only 
that those hats which interfere with the 
view of persons behind shall be remov­ 
ed. Others are not forbidden. Few are 
worn, however, aud it is interesting to 
see the size of those that are retained. 
They may not be triumphs of millinery, 
but they show that women sometimes 
think of other things than beauty or 
fashion when they get a hat—that they 
think, in fact, of the persons who may 
sit in the row behind them at the thea­ 
ter.—New York Son.

save themselves. They were thieves and 
hirelings, inspired alone by self udvan- 
tage and self aggrandizement. 
Christ’s mission was fulfilled by the 
giving of His owu life. “ I am the (icxid 
Hhepherd; the Good Shepherd giveth His 
life for the sheep.” “ I lay down My 
life for the sheep.” 
He died Himself 
that others might have life. It was nec­ 
essary that Christ should die before 
man could have life. 
We may differ as 
to the cause of the necessity, but cau- 
uot deny the fact. Christ Himself has 
testified to this necessity. 
“ As Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, 
even so the8 ou of Man must (necessity) 
be lifted up” to give eternal life. 
To 
the disciples on the way to Enimaus, 
after His resurrection. He said, “ Ought 
not Christ to have suffered these things 
and to have entered into glory? ” Thus 
Christ Himself declares the necessity of 
His death, and by His death alone was 
He able to gain life, to accomplish His 
mission on earth. It was only when He 
had been lifted up and the end of life 
was immediately before Him that 
He 
could exclaim, “ It is finished.” Then 
and then only had He performed the 
work that God bad given Him to do. 
Christ’s mission should be the mis­ 
sion of all Christians.

One little mouse in th e h ay 
on wh ich th ey are feeding will stam­ 
p ede an entire h erd. In th eir nativ e 
land th ere are little animals, known as 
ch acanas, wh ich feed on a small, sour 
berry of wh ich elep h ants are v ery fond. 
Th ey liv e in settlements, someth ing 
after th e manner of p rairie dogs, under 
th e berry bush es. 
Wh en feeding, th e elep h ants tramp le 
th e little towns, and th e ch acanas, in 
th eir frigh t, run up th e tubes of th e ele­ 
p h ants’ trunks. Th eir long, sh arp claws 
catch in th e flesh , and th ey cannot be 
ejected. Th e more v iolently th e mon­ 
ster blows th rough its coiled trunk th e 
more firmly th e h ooked claws of th e lit­ 
tle animal become imbedded in th e flesh . 
Inflammation and death are th e result. 
In cap tiv ity th e elep h ants th ink th ey 
are in danger of th e deadly ch acanas 
wh en th ey see a mouse.—New York 
Sun.

more because a y ear ago th e remarka 
ble decrease in May gav e p roof of th e 
h eav y imp rov ement in business wh ich 
made th e y ear so gratify ing in general 
results. Large failures were 
igh t in 
manufacturing for $2,38 5,000 th is y ear, 
against 13 for $2,965,000 last y ear, and 
in trading fiv e for $690,000, against ten 
for $1,672,077 in 18 97. Hesitation in ex ­ 
tending usual credits soon after war be­ 
gan naturally affected weak more th an 
strong concerns, but it soon gav e p lace 
to steady and increasing confidence.’' 
“ Wh eat drop p ed 74 cents from th e 
h igh est p oint after th e May deal cul­ 
minated, and h as since been weaker tor 
July , because of accounts p romising an 
enormous y ield, with $1.13 still p aid 
for No. 2 red in elev ator. Ex p orts of 
wh eat and corn are large. 
“ Woolen mills are enco uraged by a 
somewh at larger demand for goods, in 
p art from gov ernment orders and are 
av eraging about 1 p er cent better p rices 
for goods th an a month ago. Th ere is 
not much of 
a demaud for wool, 
wh ich is still h eld in th e main abov e 
th e v iews of manufacturers and p rices 
h av e declined an av erage of h alf a ceut 
for th e mouth . 
“Th e iron and steel manufacture 
leads all oth ers in gain ov er p rev ious 
y ears. 
“ Failures for th e week h av e been 222 
in th e United States, against 241 last 
y ear, and 16 in Canada, against 8 2 last 
y ear.”
